A TALE OF REMABREKANLE PROGRESS 


Suggestive of comic opera though the 
Carabiniert scem, they are nevertheless 
nist devoted fellaws and absolutely es- 
setitial to the maintenance of order, ‘The 
condition of the mass of the Italian peo- 
ple is still far from happy and disorders 
are frequent, though rarely fatal when 
the paired guards are within range.

Tn 
Fact, Ttaly is now among the exporting 
nations, and the rapid growth of her i- 
dustrial enterprises bids fair to make her, 
ean English writer pomts out, as highly 
organized and effictent, in a marnutactir- 
IME Setsc, aS Wos Belgium peice to Paty. 

Ttalinn emigration is due largely to 
nye nparlation, ancl the comscyucrit over: 
tials of labor at very low rates, rather 
than to the agricultural conditions, while 
the progress made in public education has 
been sp wonderful ds to give soured lass 
for the hope that within a reasonable 
tire illiteracy will be as negligible in Ttaly 
ug tt is in the United States, Public 


schools maintained by the communes, 


with State aay? where necessary, have 
already diminished illiteracy from 73 per 
cent in 1871 to about 44 per cent mm grt 
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(the last official census). Despite the 
brilliant progress achieved in only forty 
years, this figure 1 appalling. 

Notwithstandmg, the poorest Italian 
has the sun in hie eyes and the gemality 
of the pods in his smile, while Ire fatal- 
tic stoiciaen andl keen sense of humor 
ate something never to be forgotten, I 
remember, alter the Vesuvian eruption 
af 1906, seeing a man white hame lsd 
been destroyed ond the work of a life- 
time obliterated calmly cookie «a meal of 
qitatees and chestnuts over a bot spot in 
the lava strewn that had overnwvhelnred his 
place, “Gib! 1 have a fine-stove now!” 
was his dry comit. 


THE BEGIANINGS OF ITALY 


So far as general world interest is con- 
cerned, the story of Italy begins its im- 
wTtince. wih the period mrimde historic 
I the advent of the Greeks in the vic 
nage of what is now Naples. This. was 
a neighborhoa! doomed at the very be- 
ginning to be fatal to every race that 
spread about the shores of ifs exquisite 
hay. ‘The beauty of the scenery, with the 
vast Linck and green Vesuvius gemming 


it ominously; the mid and sunny climate 


of doles far mente; the soft and per- 
fumed airs, all strongly predisposed the 
sternest men to Luwuor and voluptaons- 
.. Nota single one of the tations 
who hove left us memories of their so- 
jours alot the dinpling bay could with- 
stand these lethal influences, or lecame 
sufficiently acclimated in all the long cen- 
turies to leave ti one great and endioring 
tried. 

To find “the glory that was (reece,” 
ane must go southward for Go miles along 
the sealloped green and silver strand that 
boarders the azure sea to Farstum, the 
Poeitonia of Greck days. The satne 
dazzling sunshine the worshipers af Poe 
seidon, or Neptune, knew pours down its 
glortows fom! upon temple mits so ma- 
jestic and sublime, so quick with the 
aietere loftiness of soul that marke: thelr 
tillers, we wender that arvthing ever 
could have happened to obliterite the city 
which Herodotus tells ua fourished five 
centuries and a half before our era he- 
gan; a garden city, a city still, in the tre 
of the great Latin poets, wreathed and

garlanded with the “twice-blooming roses 


of Piestum.”

Herculanein is mare a misty memory 
than anvthing else, for the mud turned

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inta solid stance and made excavations 
almost impossible. The town tf a rich 
and tempting bait to the archeologists, 
however, for from a single one of the 
ruins came most of these exquisite 
bronzes in the Naples Misedm, and 3,000 
rolls of papyrus, part of the owner's pri- 
vate Whrary. 

What a contrast is Pompei, destroyed 
at the sane time, bot hy ashes! Though 
these gradually hardened nto something 
tike cenient, they are much, more easily 
removed than the stone at Merculanenm, 
cupid Trice of wiint we rw at the details 
ot ancient Latin life we have learned 
froin the stark, scarred, roofless lower 
sturies spread out before us in deathly 
rinorama within the old eitwowalls, Six- 
teen vears before the eruption Pampeii 
was badly damaged by an earthyutke and 
practically rebuilt in the new Rorian 
style, the town laid out four-square, with 
streets crossing at right angles. a 

Architecturally, therefore, Pompei 
represents one definite epoch of antiquity, 
it had the usual Roman fortum, with is 
temples, baths, colonnndes, ete.; but far 
vreater interest attaches to the private 
houses and shops because of the intimate 
Erowledge they give us of the domestic 
life of an ancient people. 

UNCHANGING COMMERCE 

We see: their bakeries, in whose ovens 
quantities of bread were discovered; 
their wine shops, with casks labeled as 
helding different qualities—all connected 
by one pipe; a bank, with ite wiaxen rec- 
ords of |nans, receipts, and the lke; 
shops of dyers, jewelers, sporting-goods 


dealers, pacer and so on indefinitely. 
Spirited frescoes decorate stuccecd walls, 


intricate mosates minke handsome pave- 
ments, am! howses and courts yield up 
stutiieties, images, jewelry, and: all the 
impedimenta of a rich and varied culture, 
And in the little miuseum, inside the old 


Sea Gote, we see even casts of the bodies 


of the fuckless inhabitants as they were 
found, after eighteen centuries of ashen 
titenment, . | 

Where the pretty litth modern water- 
itig plaice of Castellamnmare di Stabia, 
with its cooling sea baths and strong min- 
eral waters, Hes sntighly in a little bight 
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on the neck of the Sorrentine peninsula, 
Stabine once stead, It = obe of the verv 
loveliest parts of Italy, a region of tum- 
bled hills clothed with Inswuriant groves 
of orange ond lerion, whose golden fruit 
adits luster to the gleaming foliage. En- 
ticing roars of nulky white wind and

Por the benefit of visitors to 
the museum, let me say that the wolf i5 a 
very ancient benst, but the twins so tmive- 
ly attached to her are moilern additions. 
The archieologists. alas, no longer permit 
us to believe the legend, or that the town 
tool its-name from one of the twits, 

Tiber his always been an uriraly and 
tirbitent stream: bot the sophisticated 
descendants af the carly Romans—whio 
eonght to appease his amgper by sacri- 
fices and rich gifte—have-restrained hum 
within massive walls, From a height the 
nver Jooks.a hige walled fosse, as 1 one- 
half the city were protecting ttself agaist 
the other, The bridges that leap the 
tawny flood in noble arches of vleaming 
limestone and. ruddy brick and dark 
metol—throbhing by day with pedestrians 
atid velticlts aid sparkling of an evening 
with their golden fights—givea curiously 
different effect: that of stitches hindine 
together the édwes of the grent push. 

At first Roman genius concerned itself 
otily with useful works, such 1s sewers, 
liridwes, viaduets. ‘The Cloaca. Maxima, 
the great sewer that still drains. the 
Forum into the Tiber, is probably the 
oldest trait arch in Europe, aml] testes 
hath ta the Romans’ study of Etrascan 
models and to their skill as architectural 
crigincers. And what aqueducts they 
luilt—simple, grand, splendid! Witness 
(hie towerneg Acai Claudia, 45 miles 
long, that cones striding over the low, 
flat Campagna like a giant on stilte—a 
hnndred feet high in places, Water was 
samething every Romoin community en- 
joved by right of citizenship.

Anctent Romets said to Inve consumed 
1G lesa than 346,000,000 millons of water 
aoday; and one of the most. noticeable 
features of the modern town is the prad- 
igal effervescence of its water, gushing 
from fountiins of every conceivable size 
and design. The Trevi is the most mmag- 
nificent mm the city, ite witer—cillal 
Acqua Vergine, Virgin Water, because of 
its purity—the finest. The old Koman 
liaths took alot of water, ‘The splenilied 
Therma: built by the degenerate Eniperor 
Caracdtlly, had accommodations for six- 
teen) hunted bathers. Beside the huths 
proper, the establishment included within, 
its area, of about a quarter of a mile 
pyuare, a pymnashim, athletic field, b- 
brary, and even a race track. [ts ring 
tower above the plain today like some 
mountain binsted by Nature, :

The time, the skill, the money the Ro- 
mans put into their highways—among the 
tmost remarkable af all their engineering 
works—are almost iricredible: No less 
than cleven of these great arteries radli- 
ated from the city—“all roads lead to 
Rome," mms the ancient proverl, The 
most fomots, the Vin Appia. was built in 
g12 B.C. |i wae kept in constant repair 
until the Middle Ages, and still connects 
Reme and Brindist, a distance of 366 
miles (sec page joo). 

Though no burinls were permitted in 
Roman cities, it comes as a surprise to hid 
the finest toads lined with the mains of all 
sorts of tombe; stringer vet to find that 
in medieval times the mast inagriificent of 
the tambs were tommed inte strongholds 
an crowned with battlements. The old- 
est and handsomest of the tons dm the 
Appian Way is the enormemns circular 
mausoleum of the Lady Circilia Metella— 
more than qo feet in dinmeter—with a 
frieze of flowers aiid! shoulls of oxen. 

Equally impressive, thongh not a 
stronghold, is the slender, graceful, pyra- 
nidal tomb of Sir Caius Cesta, 116 feet 
high, which stamds just mutside the Ostian 
Gate, Whenee St, Paul emerged on his 
way to martyrdom. We probably never 
sheald have heard of Sir Caius but for 
this pyramid; the egotism of men some- 
times lives after thern.

Every foot. of ground tn the Forum hus 
interest, much of it tragic—like the har- 
cen 2pot where, tradition says, Virginiits 
initched a knife from a butcher's block 
and slew his beautiful daughter Virginia, 
while Appius Clinthus raged in impotent 
futy; or the Views Trseus (‘Tuscon 
street), where the shopkeepers stirred 
the pocts to ire by using their precious 
MInUseripts as wrarpping-paper!

THE HOUSE OF DEATH 


The most imposing theater-ever erected 
by mortal hands, a grim house of death, 
consecrated by blood and tears, the Cul- 
assem stands today a stupendous monn- 
nent to Roman pride and degradation. 
Almost a third of a mile in circumferenee, 
it towers 157 feet up into the air, the 
original ancl monumental “play to the gal- 
lery” of popular approval, In So A.D.

Of all the Umbrian communities, the 
Griffin City of Perugia is the most mter- 
esting, the blowhest, the mest competing, 
Here again we hive striking proof of the 
vilue of geographical location, March of 
the power and eminence of the city was 
due to tts sitttion at the prmetare of 
several long spines of hill, taco feet 
high, commanding the Tiber, that winds

 Broken-hearted and bitter, Te died. at 
Ravenna in 1321, aod his ashes are still 
there; but in the old Franetzean church 
of the Holy Cross rises one of the two 
monuments disdhinfal Plereice eonle- 
sended ta give her ereatest poet, whose 
vreatest honor lies im his mit to the

not the still beauty cf the Greeks, lt the 
symbols of bis own desperation m the 
tharvelous Twilight and Dawn, and Diy 
and Night upon the tors.

human Madonnas; visionary Botticelli ; 
(lel Sarto of the soulless, exquisite tech- 
rignte as smooth as Nature; emotional, 
precocious Correggio; aml Raphael, 
sreater than all, summing pp ain lis swift, 
apparently effuriless mastery more than 
the genius of all the rest—eolor, propear- 
tion, beauty, intellect, spirituality, and 
rare human kindness. a . 

Morence wears a splendid living girdle 
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in the silvery Arno, barred with many a 
‘stately bridge, bordered on either band 
by the broad, plain edging of the Lung’ 
Amo promenade. With the maensured 
tramp of the soldiers and the siiteal of 
their angry-sounding tiwles—and the sal- 
dier ts always in evidence m Florence, 
even ft times of peace—we may well 
imagine ourselves hack in medieval times.

THE "FRIVOLOUS GENTRY GF SIENA 


As in the cases of Rome and Perugia, 
Nature provided for Siena a position that 
was the commanding center of all her re- 


pion: a lofty tripart ridge, dividing the 


network of streams. that flow to both 
north and west; but she withheld the one 
further thing needed—water, Not only 
were the near-by streams mere brooks, 
affording no means of commtitiication 
with the surroundme country. but there 
was not even enough water for the city’s 
siipply. 

Patiently engineers searched the hills 
for any trice of the precious fluid, 
and with remarkable skill brought the 
flow of every avathible spring inte sub- 
terrandin conduits that still move ts to 
aiimirition by their cleverness, Once, 
when they found-an extra drop—enough 
to furnish « thin stream for a new and 
lovely fountain—the whole city carni- 
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valed for two solid weeks in joyous aban- 
don, and named their new treasure the 
Ponte Cat! . 

It was a tymeal celebration of this 
kindly, simple, provincial folk whom 
Dante putronizes a litth sorrowfully as 
“frivolous gentry.” With the materal 
gaicty and mercurml temperament af 
impulsive youngsters, gaily they began, 
and as gaily forsook an object. 

Their very cathedral, unfinished and la- 
zarre, is one of their most characteristic 
records; incomplete as the men who 
stopper Inalding at it when adverse cir- 
cumstances damped thelr pivenestent en- 
thusiasm. lt is a building of contrasdic- 
tions and excesses, neither Romanesque 
nor Cathie, tat of Teath sehoels, tuepored 
with Lambard and Pisan peculiarities; a 
tremendous pile of blick ard white mar: 
les, mostly wrong in its fundamuntals, 
and yet, in osome mtingihle way despite 
all its shortiéomings, tomakes as dictinet 
in nnpression as a Roman trumphil 
arch, fie it is incongrugus with genins, 
tatwath: stupidity (see page 352). 

Not all Siena’s children merited the 
great Florentine s epithet; certainly neith- 
er Pope Pins Ter St. Bernardino could 
be accused of frivolity, and the mystic 
Ste, Catharine, greatest, perhaps; of them 
all, despite her humble wrigin in a dyer’s 
family, lived 5 short, beautiful, tremend- 
ously effective Nie, and left her mipress 
upon eth her Churvh and her citv for 
ares to cote. 


SILA A AM ART FTIR 


With ts many Leautifol palaces and 
churches, logeias and fountams, Siena 
rinks immediately after Kame, Floretice, 
and Venice in the impertanee of its art 
during the thirteenth to the sixteenth cen- 
tures. The whole city is instinet with 
chatactér—a-ninge of fascinating: streets 
winding and twistmg about behind stout 
stone walle that rise and plunge down 
over the rough and broken hillsides. 1 
isthe Middle Ages ptrsonthed, its palaces 
of a Later date merely adding a touch of 
Renaissance meringue to the solid merlie- 
valism that finds its most vivid expres- 
sion in the Piazza del Campo, that wtiqtic, 
almest semi-circular, square m9. pocket 
at the juncture of Sienn's three hill-spurs.

‘The first of the north Italian States te 
be mistress of the sens was Pisa, a river 
town, then only two miles fron the aca 
upon which she so gloricusly proved her 
strength in the troublews days of the 
tleventh, twelfth, cand thirteenth cen- 
tunes, Her monumental buildings, 
though they are within the cireit of her 
anelent walls, siind clenr of the city 
proper, happy m them tmolation ; aan) mo 
ene who is dniwn to Psa today by the 
fame of their dazzling splenidors can fail 
to read in each and every one—eathedral, 
cainpatile, haptistery.and Campo Santo— 
the recon] of her maritime successes, 

The cathedral was founded in a burst 
if populor enthusiasm after the great 
naval victory over the Saracens at Pa- 
lero, Sicily, in the eleventh century, and 
the Pisans brought heme no less than six 
whole shiplaut of loot—bronzes, col- 
umns, gold, and marbles and precious 
stones—for its decoration. Inside ond

magnihcent cirenlar structure surrouinier 
conmipletely with arcades and. crowned 
with a soaring dome of majestic propor- 
tions and height, Splendid adjunct ta the 
cathedral us it is externally, mt is the 
dazzling anterior we can newer forget, 
with its wonderful misaica of colored 
stones and its glorious hexagonal pulpit 
in which Niceoli Pisano foreshadowed 
the Renaissance. 
Most remarkable of all the superb 
roup, however, i the exquisite, colon- 
nade, white marble eampanile or bell- 
tower. It was intended to be perfectly 
erect, but by the time the third story had 
heen hilt the foundations of the sath 
side had subsided and the structure leaned 
heavily, To prevent it from talling when 
completed, the Pisans incline every story 
above the third slightly toward the north, 
and the flag-pole and the heaviest hells 
were placed on the safe side.

Alongside the cuthedtral, te the north, 
1 the Campo Santo, of eenielory, every 
inch of hone sepulchral -soil is holy 
ground, brought from the Holy Land.

Originally “a city in the sea," Hke 
Venice, aid well-nigh impregnable, Ra- 
vena stants tilay in a marshy plain six 
miles away from the conetline Onee a 
Tughty capital, the city also maintuined 
a commanding position in art and letters 
durmge the Middle Ages Accorcing to 
Mrotessar Rice, Tralian Director General 
of Fine Arts, “the tnost) beautiful, the 
most complete, and the least fmpuired 
monuments of so-called Byzantine artare 
preserved here, 

_ Mosaics might be called Ravenna’s dis- 

tinguishing feature, In one af the city's 
cartest and most interesting hutldings, 
the fifth century tomb of the Rampress: 
Galla Mlacidia, they stand sharply out 
from a wouderf ully hlue background. 
They are still more beautiful in the 
cathedrals bapttstery of the Orthodox, 
and full of a clearly Ronan spirit of 
Stateliness aml unaffected simplicity, 
while tm the handsome octagsonal Church 
of San Vitale they glow with a superbly 
rich and gorgeous colormg, cspectlly of 
the costumes, 

Church after church is adorned with 
them, and withexquisitely translucent ala- 
baster—behind which lamps were set— 
mire cipolline Gols, and panels, statwes, 
aril sereens of other precious marbles. 

Ravenna itself has been stripped of 
much ofits beauty anid importance hy the 
withdrawal of the sea, but none of its 
Hpnifirance, for its grand and stately 
thniidings dink the Roman and Byxantine 
styles of architecture perfectly and give 
the art-lover of the present bath inspita- 
tron and clelighe.

Ht 
was the court and hortte of the great Estb 
family during the Renaissance, and Her- 
etles [, with a foresight and sprrit re 
markable ineven that peériad of awaken- 
ing and enlightenment, transformed his 
crimped and crowded capital by plowing 
it through with broad, straight streets 
that let the air and simshine in, and gave 
the people—they probably prombled: hit- 
terly at the change—room ‘and health, 
The most striking feature of the city 
architecturally ts the great, square, moat 
ed, heavily battlemented brick castle of 
the Este, defended by amassivé tawer.at 
cach corrier, on top of which some genius 
in 1554 clapped absurd little square, two- 
atoriéd cupolas like hird-cages.

THE RIVER 1 

Three miles north of Ferrara the coun-

They grow in three tiers in Lombardy— 
pastures in the niguntainr regions, vines 
anel frit trees and chestnuts on the 
lower slopes, and shining acres of cereals 
and grapes and innumerable spreading 
mulberries in the plain itself, 

Tut it i not quite the same Lom- 
hardy vow that it used to be, for the 
medieval sheep for which it wis so ecle 
brated have all turned with the eentorie< 
Into—silkworms; eugenic worms at that! 
The greatest care is taken in crossing and 
breeding the native wots engenically 
with perfect Chinese and Jnpanese stock, 
with the resale that the linhan weorme 
are steadily improving and producme 
more arch better silk. 

Resule its agriculture and silk indus- 
tries——Milon is the principal silk market 
of the world—Lombardy is. perhaps the 
most thiportait monnfactoring reyior tn 
the mail country, with great factories 
tiring out hats, rope, paper, iron ane 
steel, cannon, linens, woolens, and what- 
nat; tines from whose depths come cop- 
perand zine panel ire ores: quarries that 
viel ample marbles and delicate alabaster 
and the sturdier granite.

Milan wus lilt tq a fairly regular 
polygon, surrounded by walls, and. the 
walls by a moat, The fotmer lave 
moved gut inte the country a bit, but the 
moat is still there, inclosing thoraugh- 
fares that torn and twist like cowpaths; 
though from the Piazza Duomo radiate 
some that are newer atl broader. 

Cut one does not consider streets 
when he reaches the piazza, for there, 
white as silt and delicate as a4 gigantic 
fitgree jewel fresh from the hands of 
the silversmith, the Cathedral of the 
Nascent Virgin, a iniraculous stalayrmite, 
yearns upward toward heaven with every 
slender, artowy spire and shaft and pin- 
nach (see pages 362-363). 

In many ways it 1s not good archi- 
tecture, and inside it is monotonous 
and barren; yet riotwithstanding every

New the middle of the strip is. Genoa, 
the only grent commmitiity on this rugyed 
coast, a wonderful crescent city chiming 
the hills which protect that magnificent 
harbor the Greek adventurers of 2,500 
years ago tiscovered and settled, He- 
hind the town, now. close to the houses, 
now in wile open spaces, a mighty de-

needa! qo vears ago—and that was only 
the beminning. ‘Trade and port have been 
erowing rapidly and steadily ever since. 

Genoa has always been busy, and even 
when she lost the maritime supremacy to 
Venice ale did mot fall asleep, as did 
Pisa, bot kept on sending ont her ships 
and men into every sea. Ohne of these 
sttirdy sailor sons we hare couse to 
ktww—-Colombus. In the Pina Accua- 
verde—Greenwater Square—Columbus's 
lavward fellow-townsmen have reared 


him «a colosenl statue, with America 
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kneeling at lis feet—hut they alloweel 370 
years tiga by before they could bring 
themselves to honor the mtrepidl mariner 
whose real montiment t Ho bit of hfeless 
stone, but a living, breathing, creative 
New World. :

Along the coast it cither direction fron 
Genoa mins the suntiest, loveliest, mist 
popuinr strand in the world, the “garden 
wail of Evrtipe,” the Riviera, place ofa 
thousand delights, It is o sinwously se- 
ductive shore, whose iron ribs, pierced 
throweh and throcdgh with iotimeralle 
sinoky titth tunnels, curve down to the 
Seay; a coast of imexpressilly beautiful 
indentations, bays and inlets whose shores 
ra: in sheer rock or gleam with the rich 
verdance of heavy follage, relieved! by 
the color of myriad blossoms. 

Chiaint towns gem it tike hens. of 
parti-colored glass upon a silver thread.
